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IV. NEW BUSINESS
TFC. Kostrzewa commented on the possibility of an upcoming professional event in
May of 2008.

DPS- Boxing Regulation has and continues to work with USA Boxing-CT and their the
amateur programs and facilities throughout the state to gain full compliance with
Connecticut General Statutes and Regulations of CT State Agencies regarding amateur
boxing. The Department of Public Safety will continue to address some issues with
several amateur programs and facilities to ensure consistent reporting and health and
safety guidelines are in compliance.

V. Comments from Commission Members, DPS Staff and/or Public
Chairman Krayeske reported that he and several other Commission members attended
a public hearing of the CT Legislature’s Commerce Committee on March 11, 2008 in
support of Raised Bill No. 5881- An Act Concerning Financial Assistance for Amateur
Boxing. This legislative bill was proposed in an effort to attract USA/Olympic boxing to
establish a regional headquarters in Connecticut. Several commission members
reportedly testified before the committee.
